One cf the hot spots of the m o ­ 
ment in the Battle of Germany | 
is the beleaguered Silesian Indus- 1 
trial center of Breslau since the 
Hitlerites’ ability to make a strong j 
stand on the Oder River line of 
defenses depends heavily on con­ 
tinued possession 
of 
this 
great 
city. 
Breslau, which sprawls astride 
the Oder, is the most important 
communications center of that p ail 
of the Reich, and it s the key po­ 
sition— the anchor— in 
the right 
flank of the line upon which tho 
Nazis are depending to halt the 
rush of the Red army. 
Its fall 
would be a major disaster for the 
defenders. 
Word from Moscow is 
that 
all 
direct communications 
with the city have been cut, which 
would indicate that it has been 
virtually isolated. 
Thus far we haven’t 
had 
an 
answer to the hotly debated ques­ 
tion of whether the Germans w ill 
be able to make a fight of it along 
the level valley of the winding 
Oder. This is their determination, 
of course, but they haven t paused 
in their retreat for a big-scale 
fight. 
That’s a highly significant point 
W e shouldn’t overlook that in run­ 
ning away the Hitlerites may have 
ensured their ability to fight an­ 
other day’. 
Had they tried to dis­ 
pute the strong points in the P o l­ 
ish Plain w ith the mighty force 
which Russia was hurling at them, 
they certainly would have court­ 
ed disaster. 
The Red army, flush­ 
ed with victory' and its own vast 
strength, would have torn them 
to ribbons.
